Joint meeting seeks 
Jewel Drive solution 


A Wilmington Planning Board 
and Redevelopment Authority 
(WRA) meeting with other 
officials Tuesday afternoon 
decided there are about a dozen 
things that have to be done with 
reference to the Jewel Drive 
Park in South Wilmington. Tha 
they have to be done as soon as 
possible was a part of that 
decision 

“The toughest thing,’ Rocco 
DePasquale, chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen said, “is to 
admit we made a mistake." 
DePasquale seeks to get the 
work done at Jewel Drive. 

Rocco is against any un: 


derground wiring for the street 
in Jewel Drive, which, he said. 
has been one of the big 
problems. He hopes that the 
Wilmington Planning Board can 
be convinced that it should 
rescind its present rules and 
regulations to this effect 
Planning Board member 
Arnold Blake is also of the 
opinion that the underground 
wiring is pt on sary, A 
petition to the planning board is 
needed, he said, so that board 
can act. “Everyone has been 
sitting on this for three years.

New water mains 
for three streets 


There will be some new water 
mains this summer in three 
streets in North Wilmington 

Gowing Road, Oakridge Circle 
and Marcus Road have been in 
existence for over 40 years 
When they were developed a two 
inch pipe was put into the 
ground for a water main, About 
78 families, on the three streets, 
depend on that water main for 
their homes. 

Last summer there was an 
opportunity to get some state 
funds for the purpose of 
replacing old water mains, The 
Wilmington Water and Sewer 
Conimissioners took note and 
applied for $350,000, The money 
was granted 

During the past year there are 
several places in North 
Wilmington where rust has been 
appearing in the water coming 
out of the faucet in various 
homes. Water Commissioner 


Arthur Smith expressed hope 
that some time the Water and 
Sewer Commissioners can put in 
another treatment plant, such as 
the one installed off Butters Row 
a few years ago 

Among the places in which the 
rusty water has been appearing 
are the Gowing Road, Marcus 
Road and Oakridge Circle area 
Last’ Thursday about 15 
householders from that area 
appeared al the meeting of the 
Water and Sewer Com 
missioners. Many were bearing 
jars of water drawn from the 
kitchen faucet. They had rusty 
water to exhibit

Half a dozen or so firms 
are interested, Backman said, in 
becoming the new developer of 
Jewel Park 

Should the lots still un 
developed be developed by the 
WRA was another item 
discussed by Altman and Back 
man. Altman felt it might be 
best to sell the land as developed 
lots. Backman was not certain 

Chester Bruce, chairman of 
the Wilmington Conservation 
Commission (concom) warned 
that the state rules regarding 
wetlands are changing, on April 
1. No one knows what they be, he 
told the group, His point was 
that there could be some “real 
problems having to do with the 
wetlands of the area. 

There is a ditch, from Jewel 
Drive toward the old branch of 
the Boston & Maine Railroad, 
dug in conformity with concom 
rulings. 

Arnold Blake called that ditch 
the “Panama Canal 

That brought up the question 
of the drainage under the old 
railroad, and the drainage canal 
that was planned to be put 
across land of Olin, on the other 
side of the railroad 

Mike Integlia, the developer 
who worked as “Marteg” had 
spent $2200 to clear out the 
drainage under the railroad 
The town engineer told the 
meeting it was not satisfactory 
That brought up the second 
ditch, across the Olin land. 
Blake called it the “hand dug 
ditch to California It was 
never dug because of legal 
complications being discussed 
by the Olin firm, 

Bruce said that no one can tell 
whether or not the drainage will 
work until that ditch has been 

‘The town engineer agreed

Backman. .

The plans to be presented 
cover phase 1 of the rebuilding 
project, and will cover work 
between Route 93 and Avco. 
Phase II of the project would 
involve rebuilding the in 
terchange at Wilmington 
Center, but this part of the 
project is not addressed in the 
April 7 hearing.

The larger the 
memory (measured in bytes and 
described in K's, 1K equals 1,024 
bytes), the more complicates 
programs you can run, A disc 
(floppy or hard) stores data 
Tape cartridge and disc drives 
(these read discs) expand the 
memory and may be necessary 
for more complex programs 

If you want to print out any 
information in the computer, 
you need a printer. This is a 
major expense and not really 
necessary to operate your 
computer. A modem is another 
attachment that links your 
computer via telephone lines to 
a more powerful computer or 
information service. ‘This opens 
up all kinds of possibilities 
checking stock listings, reading 
thetatest. news, doing your 
banking, working at home, ete 

Buying a computer is not a 
simple matter.

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Tewksbury sculptor Kaufman 
critical of coin design 


Mico Kaufman, well known 
Tewksbury sculptor, doesn't like 
the current system of designing 
coins in the US Mint 

Kaufman has earned the right 
to speak up on design of coins, or 
any other type of art. His ability 
is outstanding. He is recognized 
as one of the leading sculptors in 
the world today 


He believes the work of 
designing coins should be 
available to US artists, in open 


competition. Kaufman points to 
a recently struck half dollar coin 
observing the 250th anniversary 
of George Washington's birth as 
one example and the design of 
coins to celebrate the 1984 
Summer Olympics in Los 
Angeles as another. 

The design of the coins are 
under the watchful eyes of the 
US Mint 

And the design of the 
Washington half dollar proves, 
at least to Kaufman, his 
viewpoint that the sculptors at 


the mint “hog the work.” The 
quality of the US coins “suffers 
as a result,” he says 

The Washington ~ com 


memorative half dollar is the 
first such coin to be issued by the 
mint since 1954 

The US Mint is authorized to 
produce 10 million com 
memorative George Washington 
half dollars, and has been doing 


so at its San Francisco Mint 
That does not impress Mico 
Kaufman. 

Artistically" he says, “It is a 
lousy coin.’ 

There’ are fundamental 


errors, he says, in the anatomy 
displayed The horse 
Washington is saddled upon is of 
poor design, Kaufman says, and 
Washington appears to be 
deformed. He wonders how the 
harness appears on the horse 
since there is no strap, it seems 
to hold behind the ears.

S Mint is scheduled to 
strike 50 million Olympic 
commemorative coins. The 
program is aimed at raising up 
to $600 million for the United 
States Olympic Committee and 
the Los Angeles Olympic 
Organizing Committee. 

The legislation authorizing the 
coins allows $10 of the purchase 
price for the silver dollar, and 
$50 of the cost of each gold coin 
to be designated to be used by 
those committees. The Mint is 
empowered to strike 25 million 
samples of each silver dollar 
and 2 million samples of the $10 
gold coin 

There are two designs of a 
silver dollar, both of which, it 
seems, will be struck 

One is by Elizabeth Jones, 
chief sculptor of the mint, and is 
scheduled to bear the date 1983. 
The obverse (f. ) will have a 
stylized figure of a discus 
thrower. It will be shown in 
triple outline, to convey a feeling 
of motion. The reverse of this 
coig will display an eagle's 
heat, 

The second silver coin, to be 
dated 1984, has been designed by 


The 


Robert Graham, a sculptor in 
Venice, California. The obverse 
of the coin will display a 


“gateway” to the games, being 
planned by him, in bas relief. In 
the background will be the Los 
Angeles Coliseum 

The $10 coin, of which Kauf 
man is very critical, is also to be 
released in 1984. On the obverse 
are two runners, one male and 
one female 

But, Kaufman is very critical 
of the design of those runners. 
‘They are carrying an Olympic 
torch, and behind them are five 
entwined rings, the symbol of 
the Olympic games 

The runners,” he says, “do 

not seem to be running. They 
seem to be jogging.” He adds, 
Believe me, they might just as 
well be a bunch of flowers 

The back (reverse side) of the 
$10 gold coin will have an eagle 
in heraldic design, clutching 
arrows and an olive branch 
Although the two are not 
identical, the back side design of 
the coin bears a_ striking 
resemblance to the eagle design 
on the back of a one dollar bill 

In a commercial sense the 
three coins may be successful 
They may yery well raise the 
money that is needed to operate 
the US Olympics in 1984 

But, in an artistic sense Mico 
Kaufman is not happy. To him 
the US Mint could be better 
employed in growing flowers

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are now constantly looking for the best deal they can get on 
crude oil. “For any refinery,"” Mr. Good said, “the critical 
cost is how much you are paying for crude. Thus, an acute 
adversarial relationship has developed between buyer and 
seller.” 

Reinforcing that change has been a shift in tax rates, 
Good noted. For example, oil companies now pay a tax rate 
of 80 to 90 percent of their revenues on oil pumped from the 
North Sea. And, with the windfall profits tax in the United 
States, their tax rate is about 80 pefvent. In the refining end 
of the business, however, it’s 40 or 50 percent. Thus, the 
companies have been upgrading their refineries. because 
they can achieve higher aftertax returns in refining 

Oi! companies react to a falling price of oil faster than 
consumers do. Thus, the executives expect that the explora 
tion part of the business will suffer first. Exploration and 
drilling costs come directly out of cash flow. When oil prices 
fall, cash flow falls. 

John Bookout, president of Shell Oil, onc ‘We 
generally spend what we have. We can't spend what we 
don't have." Oil companies don't borrow for exploration 
purposes. Thus, one executive at a major company com 
mented that, “no doubt about it, we'll take a close look at 
marginal drilling prospects. We probably should have done 
it all along. 

The fallng price of oil will make developing large and 
expensive new oil fields a difficult proposition. Mr. Good 
notes that a gyrating price of oil “puts a premium on being 
able to guess the price when a big project comes on 
stream." 

For example, Atlantic Richfield, at a cost of $8 billion, is 
developing a huge new Alaska source, called the Kuparuk 
Field, which should be producing 250,000 barrels of oil per 
day by 1986 or '87. It will cost $8 billion. “You can't go ahead 
with this project if the price is $20 per barrel,” Mr. Good 
said, adding, “If the price is flipping between $15 and $30 
per barrel, I wouldn't want the job of deciding if it should be 
developed.”” 

Another ramification of falling oll prices is that govern 
ments around the world will see their incomes dwindle. 
since oll taxes are now a significant component of the price 
consumers pay. In fact, taxation should shield the oil com. 
panies from much of the brunt of any price drop. If a gov 
ernment receives 80 percent of an oil company's revenues 
from sales, it is the government that feels the price drop the 
most. And, as Mr. Good says, “OPEC is quite aware of the 
fact that if it cuts the price of oil to stimulate demand, the 
consumer won't notice it, because his taxes will be raised 

Cutting prices is a thin reed as far as stimulating 
demand." 

Despite the current oversupply of oll, the industry still 
believes there will be shortages in the future. A lot depends 
‘on government reactions. If of! prices drop but taxes rise. 
Mr. Krasts of Conoco concludes that “we will head for a 
government-induced shortage around the turn of the dec

During the Shu-Han dynasty, in the 
third century A.D., gas was tran 
sported locally through bamboo pipes 
for use as a fuel and as a heat source 
to help evaporate salt brine 

First in G: 

The first commercial natural gas 
pipeline was laid in 1820 after a 
natural gas well was found in 
Fredonia, N.Y. The city became 
famous for its gas lighting, and a gas 
pipe was made part of its official seal 
The gas ra out in 1888. 

It was the discovery of oil in Penn 
sylvania that started the modern 
development of pipelines. After 
Edwin L. Drake brought in the first oil 
well near Titusville, Pa., in 1859, oil 
pioneers faced the problem of getting 
the oil to market 

Originally, teamsters hauled the oil 
to railroad terminals. But their high 
prices led to a search for new 
methods. Early pipeline-laying ef 
forts failed due to leaks and because 
teamsters, fearing competition 
ripped the lines out of the ground 

In 1865, however, Sam Van Syckel 
succeeded in laying a line, 2 inches in 
diameter, to carry oil five miles from 
Miller's Farm, Pa., to a rail terminal 
at Pithole City, The cost of hauling oil

If it is on the date of liquidation, are the capital gajhs 
long or short term? We expect to sell the stock within a 
year from the date of the liquidation of the trust. — C. S, 

The time basis for capital gains is neither the date of pur 
chase nor the date of liquidation, but you are close. The val 
of stocks received in an estate is generally figured from the 
date of death, There are a few exceptions to this, so you 
should check with a tax or estate lawyer 

Capital gains on these stocks would always be figured on 
long-term basis.
